ties than is its’ wont in. normal times; cor, 
constituted. as it is, cam. we expectit to ro-agaert.

SUPPRESSION OF PIRACY. 

It is provided by Article XIX. that robbera 
and pirates plondering British vessels: shall ba 
captured and. punished by the Chinese Go- 
vernment; and, by Article LIL, that the 
British and Chinese Governmenta shall, -co- 
operate for the suppression of piracy, It is 
represented, and with great truth, that ‘the 
task of aupprvceion has bean cast almost 
wholly on the British nayy. There has been 
since the arrival of Sir Eurry Keppel some 
‘movemont in the direction of ‘oo-oparative 20- 
tion; but until the Chinese marine ia compoted 
of something betier than the ancient juoks 
whiob are inferiur to any oraft that we asiled 
in the daye of the Spanish--Armada,’ or than 
the -broken-dowa steamers which, on au emer- 
yenoy,, the mandarins will purchaso at any 
prico tho foreign owner chooses to put upon 
them, co-operation will be all but a farce. It 
is due to. the Chinese to remember ‘that, in. 
1°61.62, they did ‘make, for them, a greut 
effort. They spent 1,000,000 taele in par- 
chasing and equipping a steam. flotilla, which 
waa to have cloared the Great River of rebels, 
the coast of. pirates, and to have anpplied a 
base of formation for a nutive navy, and more 
pnrticularly for a preventive service, I would 


say aa little ag possible of tho mistakes made’ 


hy the gentleman, long my friend ‘and colleu- 
gue,.to which I sscribe- the. non-succesa of 
the flotilla scheme; but we must. not forget 
that the Chinesa were not .to blume’ for 
it, mor must we.forget that the small party of 
progressiats who bad atcod sponsors to that 
gobeme ware at once discredited and discouraged 
by its failore,. M. Giguel, a lisutenaut ofthe 
French navy, formerly in the Chiow Customs 
establishment, hes recently obtained authority 
fto build docks at Foochow, and to lay down 
gunboats; the terms on which bis rervices are 
eogaged: baing, I underetand, most liberal. 
But though armed: with ain Imperial Deoree, 
ig, I £anoy, paid by the provincial Government 
of Fokiea, andl am by no megna' sanguine that 
be. will enccead in producing. a feet... Should 
he sueceed, there is not the emalleut ground for 
jeslousy on our part, Foreigners: embarking 
in an adventure cf this. kind, will doubtless 
absorb come money; but the, provincial Gor. 
ermuaonts would squander: far, larger sume on 
undertakings teas profitable to the end propoa- 
ed, und no foreign adventurer, unless his Gov- 
eroment.hava desigas upon the independence

The fact ia, the English rales of evidenso aro 
a direct fruit of the Boglish common law pro- 
cedure, under which the judge und jury bave 
different fanctions, sod are in themselves more 
rules of procedure than anything else. Whero 
the judge and the jary are the same person, as 
in the Court of Chancery, they ara to a great 
extent tacitly. ignored; and no idler undertak- 
ing wan ever prosecuted than that of certain 
English logal writers who bave tried to connect 
them with the mathematical doctrine of pro- 
babilities. Like all rules of procedure, they 
are ‘solely justifiable on a consideration of 
-the. balance of convenience and inconvenience, 
They ahut. out 4 groat deal of testimony 
which no game man in the wost critical 
afaits of life could dream + of rejecting; 
bat on the other band, if they were re- 
pealed the license thas given would de- 
luge the court with o prodigious amount of 
evidence which might or might not .bave im- 
portance, but which wonld at any rate require 
the groutest trouble and the highest degroe of 
tact to apportion und disentangle. The masa 
‘of evidence lot in wonld ba in proportion to the 
difficulty of properly interpreting it. It may be 
readily seen that thore are on tho wholy strong 
reasons for keeping from a jury statements 
excluded by the Hnglish roles; yet these strong 
reasons ought not to blind us to the fact thac 
no'such system as ours could possibly ‘huve 
suggested iteelf under a mode of trial wholly 
different from ours. The French ideas on the 
subject of evidence grew up under a criminal 

rocedure which did not include a jury, and it is 

ardly unnatural that they should survive even 
when a jury has becn engrafted on this pro- 
cedure, ag it has been in ordinary French ori- 
tinal triala since the first Revolution, Itwould, 
we think, be little better than an insular 
prejudice to deny that the French courts might 
through their laxer rales of evidence have in 
abme casea a positive advantage over ours; but 
on the other hand wa have not the amallest 
donbt ‘thet somo of their least satisfacto! 
characteristics are-the result of the wid, ad- 
tigsion of evidence which they habitaully 
practise. The immense quantity of evidence let 
in and the difficulty of sifting it create a 
atrong temptation both to the court and the 
jury to attach comparatively alight importance 
to it, and to proceed upon rather vague general 
impressions and inferences from’ personal ox- 

rience under similarcircumstances. The moat
